THE FORGOTTEN SOLDIER
WHO CAN MARCH NO MORE

Shameful Inefficlency Rules In the Fed-
eral Bureaus Established to
Help Disabled Men

F', IN the fight for a general reorganiza-

tion of the federal systems established for
the relief of sick., maiwmerd and helpless sol-
diers, the American Legion, the Veterans of
Foreign Wars and other soldiers' organiza-
tions could present the ease explicitly and in
detail it would shock the country., But the
crimed of omission committed mgainst men
temporarily or permanently invalided in the
military service have been so numerous that
they wmay be discussed only in terrible gen-
eralities without reference to individual trag-
edies of innumerable woldiees left to die after
they had found less pity at home than they
found on battlefields,

The luboted routine of the Whashington
mind and the invineible faith of unteachable
bureaucrats in the eard index as @ substitute
for moral consciousnees are often costly,
often ridiculons. But the hard and inflexible
forms of official routine never seemed so
monstrously eruel, so utterly inadequate to
n fundamental human need, ns they have
seemed in the light of what the ecountry is
beginning to learn of the plight of disabled
service men, The national conscience seems
to have been completely submerged under
the welter of indexes, reports, involces, let-
ters, orders, forms, inquirfes and phrases
that make any sort of motion difficult In
the War Risk Insurance Bureau, the offices
of the United States Public Health Berviee
and the Federal Board of Voentional Train-
ing. three agencies that were established to
care fully for men who returned sick or
wounded from abroad.

When the soldiers went awany they were
“‘the boys."" Congress dropped tears of pride
for them and muade the windows rattle with
star-spangled speeches. The nation and the
goverument promised that they should never
want,

A large number of these same soldiers
bave returned sick or terribly wounded, The
minds of some of them have been unbalanced
by their terrible experiences, And they have
returned to find the nation, its mood of exal-
tation passed seemingly content to let them
drift and die.

The mind of Washington, which a little
while ago scemed actually to have achieved
wings, is again bound up in red tape, heavily
inert in itas accustomed orbit.

The boys are boys no longer. They are
broken men, most of them., And they are
not even soldiers. They nre ''cases'’ to be
tagged, pigeonholed, investigated, indexed.
And even as ‘‘cases’’ they have been foully
dealt with.

Over 100,000 soldiers returned to this
country in need of specialized medien]l at-

tention, About 20,000 of these are in hos-
pitals, Many are still waiting—nfter two
years! Many have died. Forlorn and be-

wildered they tramped from office to office
and walted in anteroom after antercom in a
last bitterly lonely hike.

Meanwhile, the three war-relief bureaus
at Washiogton, determined, apparently, to
have as little ss possible to do with one
another, have coutinued a monotonous debate,
They recoguize the need for co-operation,
but for some renson or another they have
been unable to co-operate.  Congress has
koown for n year and a half that the mech-
anism of the three bureaus had slowed down
and was threatened with collapse, But Con-
gress, too, has a short memory and it did
nothing but listen to an oveasional speech
on the general question of relief for soldiers,

Things have been going from bad to worse,
In Jununry of lust year Secretary Baker, or
ope of his immediate subordinutes in the
War Department, issued an order that still
stunds unmatched o8 an exuwmple of the in-
gratitude of republica and the inability of
the nvernge bureaucrat to think like n human
being during office hours.  Tlis order was
for the discharge from government hospitals
of all soldier patients who, having contracted
tuberculosis during their foreign sorviee, did
not show improvement in a year. The pa-
tients were to be sent home to die, And
many were sent and many Jdivd, This was
becuuse  hospitals were overcrowded and
spuce wae peeded for men who might be ex-
pected to recover quickly.

Sinee appropriations for the Public Health
Rerviee have nover boen ndequate, it may be
argued that this partieular War Departmont
order wius necessary and justitiable, Dut
doctors In the servies institutions spoke bit-
terly of the psyehological effect of the brutal
wliet on suffering men, who wers made to
realize that if thev didn't hl-:;i.ll to recaver in
twelve months they would be ubandoned,
st out fromm the one safe refuge left to
them and cut off from thelr last vemalning
chanee for life,

The War Rigk Tonsirance Burciu is an in-
etitution fiuanced in part by the soldiers
thems«elves It s whnt its name implies,
The IPeblic Fealth Bervieo and the Vocn-
tionnl Bourd are supported by federal ap-
propriations and they were jntended to pe.
and wonnded men to heulth and
to rehiabilltate and re-edueate them for the
new beginnlug fn life that Is pecessary to
badly erippled men,

Most of the cruel injustice that returning
soldiers have wuffered has been due to the
inability of the three bureaus to recognlize
or determine thelr obligations in given cases.
Shameless quibbling between one burenan and
another is almost constant.  The simple fact
ix, of course, that in most ca=es nll three
have & more or less agual responsibility, But
sginee ench v soparately organized nnder lts
awn adminldtention aud sioece no means for
the co-ordination of thele work or thonght
or almy hins ever heen sought or attalned,
delnvs, waste and general ineficiency were
tnevitnhle and soldlers who cought needed aid
in Washington almost nlways found them-
selves loxt in a bewi'dering maze of for-
mnlities through which nothiong could be ar-
rived at logically or quickly

A\ soldier making his appearance in either
biurean was likely to be received coldly in
un ntmeosphere of doubit or veiled nntagonism,
Oply lately it was apnounved In the name
of the 'ublic HMealth Serviee and the War
Risk Tnsuranee Duarean that “the burden of
proof” would he placed upon evers man who
sought asslstance of any sort—us If these
wen had not had burdeny enongh,.  Washing
ton offivialism hiad done ite worst, Tt made
an unresponsive and unfeeling muchine ont
of nn institution that was intended to be an
instrnment of mercy and the expression of
a nation's gratitude.

Congress is always ready to at-
tack and survey any problem that cnn be
dixposed of without wpecifie definitions or an
ultimate and binding conclusion,

Cuba and Europe ought to he made to wait
whila the House and Senate bend their
encrgies to cloar up the confusion in the
burcaus established to render necessary reliof
to the youthful veterans of the recent war,
(lie moldiers' organizations are asking that
there bureaus be merged and compelled to
concentrate their energies nolely in the inter-
est of mon stil' in need of mid, The aston-
ishing fhing 1s that such a suggestion had te
cowe from the soidiers and that it wns not
advanced long ago in the House or in the
senate, Something very much like a national
scandanl is growing out of the failure of the
government to keep the promises to the men
who served it at terrible cost to themuelves.

These soldiers ought not to be treated as
mendicants or as suppliants for charity in
offices where well-fed officials dole out their
sl contributions with the mannor of a
rich nnd bored relalion or a suspicions pawn -
troker., They meck only that to which they
have an unguesticnable right.

Congress cannot afford to waste any time
in giving its approval to the bill for central-
ization and reorganization of the govern-
ment soldier relief work, And having done
that it ought to provide, without any ques-
tion, as much money as is needed to reor-
ganize and co-ordinate the work of the Vo-
cational Board and the Medical Service.

The country will learn with a pang of
shame that many soldiers who suffered the
mental derangements that attend most cases
of shell swhork are now confined in private
and publie asylums begond the reach of the
expert care that is pecessary to their re-
covery. Thir is because the Health Bervice
has been without the money necessary to
provide better nccommodations and sclentifie
eare, The saddest example of all is pro-
vided hy the men who, for a year or more,
lave found affairs so involved in the three
bureaus that they have been unable to get
any help nt all,

The country cannot be content to remain
untroubled by what it cannot see. Many
thousands of the soldiers who were cheered
so loudly when they marched to the ghips
are now broiten men, shut away out of sight,
to endure in silence the neglect and injus-
tice mbout which they cannot complain. Is
that any remson why they should ba for-
gotten ?

THOSE USELESS ELECTORS

HE clectors met yesterday in the capitals

of the several slates to go through the
form of choosing the next President of the
United States,

put, as every one knows, they did not
chonse the 'reqident. They rimply carsnd
aut the ipstruction of the voters and vocad
for the eandidate of their party, This vote
will be canvassed in Washington and the
result announced. Then the legal formal-
itles will have been completed and the title
of Mr, Harding to the office will be es-
tablished,

This roundabout way of choosing a Pres-
ident has come about because the constitu-
tionnl method failed to work to the satis-
fuction of the politicians, The theory of
the constitution is that the electors shall
vote for the presidential candidates who seem
to them best qualified and that they shall
exercize thelir own best judgment in the mat-
ter, The initiative has been taken from
them and it now rests in the party conven-
tions, so that all the electors do naw is to
vote as they bave been instructed. Of course,
they have the right and the power to dis-
regard those instructions. If the man nomi-
nated by a convention sbould die after his
party electors had received n majority vote,
the electors doubtless would actually choope
the Dresident, but they would not do so
without consultation with the party man-
agers, They are under moral obligations
now to do no more than ratify the action
of their party convention,

Vice President Marshall is not pleased
with the system. On the day before the
elpetors met he gave out an interview in
which he urged a return to the original
practice. He would have the electoral col-
lege perform the functions of both a nomi-
noting and clecting convention. We elect
delegntes to the party conventions with au-
thority to choose n candidate, Mr, Marshall
apparently thinks that it would be more sat-
{sfactory if the voters should abolish the
party conventions entirely and nominate as
presidential electors men in whom they had
confidence and allow them to declde who
should be President,

The plan would eliminute personalities
from the campnign and the issne would be
between parties rather than between men.
The country would be nsked to consider
questions of policy sepurated from the men
who would carry out the policy. If the
Democratie party had failed, the country
would be asked to turn the government over
to the Republican party with confidence that
the Republican electors would seloct & cap-
able man to represent it in the White House,

But there are certain obvious disadvan-
tages in the plan. If there were no agree-
ment among the electors in the majority it
would be possible to make deals with mi-
nority electors to bring about the selection
of n President whom the majority would not
have chosen if left to themselves, Something
of this kind bhappened io the House of Rep-
rosentatives when John Quiney Adams was
chosen., Adoms had eighty-four electoral
votes, Andrew Jackson had ninety-ninoe,
Henry Clay had thirty-seven and William
H. Crawford hiad forty-one. The supporters
of Adams were able to make n combination
with the friends of Clay in the House and
secured the election of their candidate,

It {a strange that Mre. Marshall did not
suggest that we adopt the French system,
under which the members of the Chamber
of Deputies and the Senate meet in a pa-
tlonal assembly awpd clhoose the DPresident.
This would do away with the nominating
econventions and the superfluous electoral
college and it woulll leave no excuse for
raining n large compaign fund every four
years, for Congress would do the electing
and would be ag well fitted for the duty as a
specially chosen electoral college could be.

But if there is to be nny change It is
likely to be in the direction of the abolition
of the electors altogether. Maony political
loaders have been urging the choice of the
I'resident by direct vore of the people, They
are the same men who advoecated the elec-
tion of United States sepntors In the same
way. They honve secured the adoption of
part of thele program and they will not stop
till they have got it nll adopted.

DAYLIGHT CAMPAICGNERS
HE Tdge daylight-saving bill  which
would advance the clock in the eastern

United Stutes in summer has already won
the support of numerous business bodies in
this ecity, iocluding the Bourse,

DR. WILLIAM 8. WADSWORTH
On Crime Detectlon and Prevention

RATIONAL and true knowledge of what
constitutes crime is necessary if we are
to be in a position to do anything substantial
toward bettering crime conditions ; also that
the work of detecting erime is primarily the
work of properly equipped psychologists
rather than policemen, These are sub-
stantially the thoughta of Dr. William 8.
Wadsworth, a coroner's physiclan and him-
self a puychologist of wide reputation, who
has had many years' experience in the prac-
tical work of solving erime cases in this city.
“It must be rememberea,”’ sald Dr.
Whadsworth_ ‘‘that the seat of most all erlme
is located right in the human mind. Crime
is an mct performed by a human being. It
consists not merely in breaking a law, but
in motive and purpose. To kill may be
heroie or it may be utterly base, Even the
linwhmlu come to recognize grades and degrees
n ng. .

“The faw deals only in the most primitive
psvchology, but in worth-while studies of
crime we must use only the best sort of
psychology. We must carcfully consider
what crime is from the personal side,

Have Clear Tdeas About Make-Up of Mind

““We must have rather clear ideas about
the make-up of the human mind both in a
normnl and in a disturbed state, Most
studies of crime and eriminals have been
based on the abnormal rather than the nor-
mal state, We must try to find out what
constitutes n normaul state of mind, nu un-
dertaking that requires some thmn[ht and
trouble, it ix true, but which can be done
with a fair degree of accurney, just as other
equally intangible things have been done in
recent years.

““We must understand what disturbances
of the mind lead to erime and how they
arise before we can pretend to diagnose or
detect it or discuss measures of prevention,
Thus before Ruosh discovered and brought
out the fact that all persons classed ns in-
sane were not wild animals, they were con-
fined under the most terrible conditions and
treated with the utmost brutality nnd sub-.
ected to all the sordid conditions thnt neg-
ect can bring about,

“We must know what are the parts of
the human mind nnd how they work and
where the impulse begins. We must also
know how it gains force und how it over-
comes the pormal resisting forces of the
mind before the person thus affected can
commit the wrong not,

“It will be of little value if we try to
solve the maln problem by pursuing minor
jssues, We shall not get at the bottom of
the matter by touching a few of the high
gpots, a method that we too often find—the
curt-before-the -horse method used by sociol-
ogists, ccovomists, penologists and various
enthusiastic persons of right motives but
wrong moethaods,

Must Restrain Our Emotions About Crime
“We must restruin our emotions anbout
erime i we are to get true results, Unfor-
tunately, too much criminology of the past
has been baved on emotl Adunders.
“IWhat we call crime is very old, probabl
older than the human miurl.y As n':n-h. wi
probably inherit the faculties and tralts from
our very primitive nncestors, ko thgt we need
not expect to arrive simply by employing
some very modern fads or faslions in ‘le
field, We ghould go back to the very funda-
mental studies of right and wrong,
“When 1 speak of the detection of erlme
I mean exactly what the word implies and
not that popular mlsconcrption that rognrds
anylhln{ done by a detective ps expressing
that? he word fmplies, of course, diseoy-
ering, Tt also implles what is at times con-
veyed by the word dingnosis. It whould
cover all that has to do with determining
that a crime was committed and its grade
and sigoificance and whv it was dane,

tion of data more or less irrelevant, In cer.

Stop at Catehing and Punishing Criminal

"“The mass of the people of more than
average intelligence consider crime ns some-
thing far away and rather inhuman, and sel-
dom when called upon to regard the prob-
lem ng a sclentific one do ttu-.v go beyond
catching and punishing the criminnl, Fvery
onee in o while kome one tries to arouse us
to wense by showing how human is crime
and the criminal.

*'The unfortunate dissociation of re-
liglon und seience has worked great damage
to our problem, and we live in hope that the
thoughtless indulgence in emotlon by the
votaries of these two great fields of work
may gradually be reduced to normal.

“If we could have religion enlightened by
selence and selence rationnlized by religion to
such a degroe that hoth could work in har-
mony, we might expeet results.
